THE MILITARY REVOLT AGAINST THE BUL- 
GARIAN REGENCY. 


The Alleged Supercession of M. De Giers, 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs—A 
Kumor Affecting Gen. Boulanger Denied 
—Revolt of Troops—Additional Grants 
Wanted for the English Navy—Foreign 

Nes. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 1.—Most of the foreign cor- 
respondents agree that immediate danger of 
an outbreak of waris over, but there is a 
slight check to this opinion onthe result of 
the Alsace-Lorraine elections. There is also a 
distinct class of observers whose view, I be- 
love, is founded on very grave circumstances, 
who declare that the real danger comes from 
Russia. There are several ominous signs of 
the temper ofthe Czar. First,the information 
comesto mefrom Constantinople that Rus- 
sian agents have endeavered to organize a 
military revolt against the Buigarian regency, 
which attempt has entirely fuiled, but will prob- 
ably be renewed, A second sign is the mass- 
ing of very large bodies of troops, especially 
Cossacks, on the Galician frontier. The third 
is the meeting of Russian generals at St. 
Petersburg, which was summoned for this 


month. 


THE MOST SERIOUS OF ALL 
is the news which is already bruited abroad in 
the Polish press, thatthe long contemplated 
supercession of De Giers is about to take 
place. His successor would be Pobil Donost- 
chieff, whois one of a triumvirate of reaction- 
ary Panslavists, who have the Czar’s sympa- 
thy, practically rule Russia and govern her 
foreign policy. The statement is even made 
that Russia has definitely determined on war, 
and is simply waiting a chance to attack same 
pointof the Austrian frontier. This is the 
blackest spot in the horizon; the brightest in 
the prospect of a strong alliance between 
Italy and the two German powers. The Italian 
parties are divided as to the wisdom of such 
an alliance, butit is safe tosay it is more 
probable at this moment than at any period 
within the last two years. 
WANTS BOULANGER DISMISSED. 

LONDON, March 1.—A dispatch from Paris, 
this afternoon to the Exchange Telegraph 
Company, saysitis stated there that Prince 
Bismarck intends to request President Grevy 
to dismiss Gen. Boulanger from the ministry. 

NO FOUNDATION FOR THE REPORT. 

The Exchange Telegraph Company late this 
afternoon issueda statement thatthey had 
ascertained that there wasno foundation for 
the report sent to them from Paris, that Prince 
Bismarck would ask for Gen. Boulanger’s re- 
tirement from the French cabinet.

LONDON, March 1.—The Paris correspondent 


of the Daily Telegraph telegraphed as follows 
last evening: Mr. Lockroy, Minister of Com- 
merce, has madea remarkable statement to 
the effect that the sewers of Nice, Men- 
tone and other places along Riviera have 
been so damaged that the infilteratlons, which 
will necessarily take place, may make the 
soil breed contagious disease. The danger 
likely to arise on this score, dur- 
ing the warm Southern summer, is 
obvious to the most obtuse. Of course 
M. Lockroy does not forget to remind the peo- 
ple that the authorities are taking, and will 
continue to take hygienic precautions of the 
most effective character and that specialists 
will be dispatched from Paris to superintend 
and direct the sanitary measures which have 
been rendered necessary by the fall of houses, 
the fissures in the soiland the partial destruc- 
tion of the sewers. 
PROF. FALB’S PREDICTIONS. 
Prof. Falb of Vienna, who predicted the 
quakes which have just taken place, from 
solar observations, now prophesies that we 
may expect twenty-seven more days of simi- 
lar disturbances accompanied by terrific 
storms. The 9thand 2th of March, 7th and 
8th of April and the middle of September and 
October next are mentioned as the dates on 
which the worst may be anticipated. 
RESCUING THE BURIED. 

At Diano Marina a woman and achild were 
extricated alive after remaining for three days 
under the ruins. A boy of 12 and his father 
were found alive, but the latter soon died. At 
the moment of the quake they were sleeping 
inthe same room. They heard a great noise 
and then found themseives thrown down and 
in perfect darkness for some time. They 
called for help, and the minutes seemed ages. 
At last they lost consciousness. The boy,who 
is still stunned, cannot remember how long 
they had been buried. 

THE LSS OF PROPERTY. 

Groans are still heard from under the rnins, 
especially in the Via Garibaldi. The loss ot 
property has been very great; at Diano Marina 
alone itis estimated at 2,500,000francs. An- 
other village, Diano Castello is completely 
destroved and the inhabitants have disap- 
peared. Along the seashore many bodies 
have been reeovered still clothed in masquer- 
ade dress. One house fell in just as a lady 
was entering it, and buried all the inmates 
in the ruins. The village of Castillon 
is a mass of ruins under which many 
people are reported to have been buried. Near 
Nice a large chasm has opened in the ground 
and from it a hot, muddy stream is bubbling 
up. Certain portions of the Mediterranean 
coast bave sunk considerably while others 
have been raised. Many new springs have 
burst forth among the mountains, others on 
the contrary have dried uy. About 6,000 visi- 
tors have gone away since the day before yes- 
terday. Most of the churches have been 
almost entirely destroyed, those at Mentone 
having suffered severely. 

TREMORS IN THE RIVIERA. 

Roux, March 1.—Tremors continue to be 
felt in the Italian Riviera, but no additional 
damage has been done. 


Shocks in Austria. 

LonDON, March 1.—The earthquake was felt 
in several places in Austria and Bulgaria. Six 
severe shocks were experienced at Shumla on 
the morning of the 26th.

Impertant Improvements Ordered for South 
Broadway from Osage Street to Caron- 
delet—The Dispute Over One Day's Pay 
Still Unsettled—Change of the Mayor's 
Office Hours—The Sprinkling Bill—Muni-

The Adams Electric Rall way bill authorizing 
the construction of an elevated road along 
Broadway will come up in the Council as the 
special order of business at 9 o’clock to-night. 
The Central Elevated Railway bill will 
be called up immediately after the 
Adams is disposed of. The Cupples bill, hav- 
ing originated in the Council, was laid over 
for one week and will not be called 


up until Friday night. Unleess the 
advocates of the Adams and Central 
bills succeed in making several converts 


before the hour set for the consideration of 
the bills both measures will certainly be de- 
feated. The opposition is not to the plan of 
eleyated roads but to the particular bills now 
before the Municipal Assembly. Itis contended 
that the bills do not make sufficient provision 
for reimbursing property owners who might 
be damaged by the building of the proposed 
roads. The general remedy to sue on the 
property of the road is not deemed sufficient, 
and is but a poor recourse for individual 
sulterers. Both bills have been urged 


by influential parties, but the advocates did 
not succeed in getting a favorable report on 
the bills from the Committee on Railroads. 
The promoters of the elevated routes have had 
to fight the property owners and a strong 
street-car influence in the Municipal Assem- 
bly. Astrong effort will be made to-night to 
get the necessary majority. 


Important Improvements. 


A meeting of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments was held this morning at which some 
important business was transacted. The 
Board voted for the full improvement of Broad- 
wav from Osage to Osceolo street :from Osceolo 
to Maeder and from Maederto Elwood. This 
isa measure which has been beforethe Mu- 
nicipal Assembly for several years. Dele- 
gate Pishon of Carondelet has been 
an ardent advocate for the proposed 
improvement which will give a direct 
road to the city from Carondelet and the coun- 
try south of thecity. It is estimated that the 


cost of grading South Broadway as prescribed 
will be about „000. To do this 
work economically Street Commis- 


sioner Turner recommends the employment 
of a large force of Work-house prisoners. He 
is of the opinion that about $25,000 worth of 
the wofk could be finished in this way, and 
suggests that an ordinance be drawn up asking 
for an appropriation of $10,000 to cover the 
additional cost of work.

Big Blaze at Alton.

Removal of the Injured Men—How the Ac- 
cident Occurred, * 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., March 1.—The re- 
mains of Engineer Hodgens and Brakeman 
Gilbert, who were killed in the wreck Sunday 
morning on the Atlantic 4 Pacific Road, near 
The Needles, Cal., were brought here last

The blacksmith shops and horseshoers in the 
city are stillall agog over the talk of a shoe- 
turning match, and the forfeit moneys pub- 
lished by and placed with the POST- DISPATCH 
last week, but from the present outlook it 
would seem that the match will not take place. 
The latest candidate for turning honors is a 
horseshoer of the name of James B. Ehman, 
who is probably better known among the fra- 
ternity under a euphonious sobriquet. He is 
particularly anxious to make amatch with 
John Kelly, who is working with Owen Shan- 
non and whose name was mentioned as 
being barred by that horse-shoer. Speaking 
of this matter to-day young Ed Butler said 
to a reporter for the Post-DIsPATCH: ‘*While 
Flanigan would doubtless beat Kelly in a con- 
test where light iron, say %x %, would be 
used, Kelly would get away from the whole 
crowd of them it heavy iron was used. 

What size do you call heavy iron?’’ 

Well, inch and a quarter by five-eighths is 
heavy enough. Kelly can’t show much speed 
when they’re making horseshoes out of wire, 
but I'll back him in a contest with anybody 


that wants to try when they make use of heavy 
bar.’’

‘*‘Thne iron used by Dunn and Campbell,’’ 
said Hugh McCoy, a well-known local borse- 
shoer, was 5818, and even this is not consid- 
ered light iron. The only objection to heavy 
iron would be the difficulty of getting a suffi- 
ciently large forge upon the stage of the 
theater in which the match is to take place. I 
don't see that any of these fellows who are 
doing all the talk are 80 very crack 
except perhaps Flanigan and Bolger. Neither 
Berman, kelly nor Shannon amount to any- 
thing beyond fairly good workmen. I 
wouldn't be afraid to tackle — of them my- 
self only Iwant to keep out ofthis muddle as 
much as Jean. Flanigan is a brother-in-law 
of mine. I don't know what Bolger can do as 
I never saw him work, but he's a fine, strap- 
ping young fellow and ought to give anybody 
a good twirl.’’

THE PACIFIC RAILROADS, 


An Obscure Member Prevents the Investi- 
gation Bill Being Considered. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatcn. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 1.—There was no 
way of reaching the Pacific Railroad investiga- 
tion measure in the House yesterday morning 
while the legislative bill was pending, except 
through unanimous consent. Mr. Crisp, 
Chairman of the Pacific Railroad Committee, 
asked unanimous consent of the House to 
concur in the Senate amendments. If this 


consent had beén obtained, that would have 
been an end of that matter, so far as Congress 
was concerned. It was not thought any mem- 
ber in the House would have the andactty te 
stand in the way of an investigation. ut 
Horace B. Strait of Minnesota objected. He is 
an obscure member, noted only for his vote 
in the interest of railroads. His vote yester- 
day was worth a great deal of money to the 
Pacific people, as it secured a certain amount 
of delay. 
THE LOBBY HARD AT WORK. 

The Pacific Railroad lobby has never worked 
harder than yesterday to defeat this investi- 
poe. They could not have worked barder 
fthere had been millions at stake. Every 
hour of delay they can secure they are 
willing to pay liberally for. The lobby people 
heralded all over the Capitol that the Investi- 
gation resolution was beaten, simply because 
one of their representatives on the floor ob- 
ected to the consideration of the measure.

roads Committee where, they said, it would 
never be reported. 

THE BILL TO BE REPORTED. 

Mr. Crisp of that committee says it will be 
reported, and at the first opportunity after 
the legisiative bill isout of the way he will 
move tonon-concurinthe Senate amendment, 
soastosend it toa conference committee. 
This will be done under a suspension of the 
rules. The only point the conference com- 
mittee will change will be the clause requiring 
the Commissioners to be confirmed by the 
Senate. The Senate is willing to concede this, 
because the President has said he would not 


appoint these Commissioners until the 
Senate should meet again, because the 
offices are only temporary, and the 


work of the Commissioners would be done 
before the Senate would: meet if he should 
appoint them this spring. Nothing but the 
absolute and unblushing use and acceptance 
of money can prevent the passage of this act. 
Mr. Crisp inthe House stands committed to 
it, publicly and privately, and Mr. Hoar in the 
Senate has pledged his honor to help carry the 
investigation measure through honestly. The 
lobby people are making their greatest pull in 
the house, but they cannot secure over twenty 
votes there against the measure on the mo- 
ti en to suspend the rules. The matter is being 
closely watched, and the men who are re- 
sponsible for any delay will be carefully noted 
and set up for future reference.

A Number of Cases of Importance Disposed 
of this Morning. 


BEFORE JUDGE NOONAN, 


Jacob Plant, the young man who stole a $25 
silk umbrella belonging to My. A. L. Berry 
out of the Mercantile Library, was sentenced 
to six months in the Work-house by Judge 
Noonan to-day.

Ernst Schorn, another ex-convict, admitted 
stealing overcoats from Jacob Ring and John 
Merriman, and was sentenced to a year in the 
Work-house. 

Robert Guerke, Jacob Kalb and Frank 
Wagner were up on a charge of stealing 8 
worth of meat and butter from Charles B. 
Wolff. A nolle prosequl was entered as to 
Kalb and tae other two were tried and con- 
victed, Guerke receiving six months and 
Wagner three months in the Work-house. 

Henry Burke, charged with burglarizing the 
store of Henry Horstkotte, 2815 North Grand 
avenue, and stealing $120 worth of dry goods 
and notions, and Fred Thias, charged with 
receiving the stolen property, had preliminary 
hearings and were held for the Grand-jury in 
the sum of $1,000 each.

WADE HAMPTON. 


He Pleads His Own Suit in Justice Ryan’s 
Court To-Day. 


Wade Hampton wasin Justice Ryan’s Court 
this morning, plaintiff in a suit against 
. . Williams for the recovery of 
$12.75, the balance due for services 
rendered the defendant as coachman. 


The doctor admitted the services, but 
qualified them. He also put in an offset to 
the claim of Mr. Hampton. by charging him 
$3, the price ofa whip lost while in his 
charge and $5, the same being the cost of 
certain repairs to the gig made necessary 
by the plaintiff's reckless driving. Neither 
party had an attorney, and as there was but 
one witness the trial assumed the nature of a 
family talk. 

Dr. Williams isarather elderly gentleman, 
with considerable dignity. He stoodin front 
of Justiee Ryan’s desk, and as he talked he 
mechanically turned over some patent office 
reports and a directory, that were on one 


corner of the table with the air of 
an advocate who was about to 
refer to them. He said, and there was 


evidently considerable truth in his statements, 
that Wade Hampton had not fulfilled his duties 
as coachman, that he had neglected to feed 
the horse and had over-driven it; had abused 
the confidence of his employer and lost his 
property; had failed to call for him at times 
when he was expected and had been instructed 
to do so, and had in various ways forfeited 
and failed to earn his hire. 

Wade wbo was tall, black and about 18 
years of age, was ofthe kind of colored rep- 
resentatives described as ‘‘ash- barrel 
darkies.’’ He knew the whip had disappeared 
but didn’t feel responsible for that, and as 
for the damage to the ‘‘trap’’ as he called it 
that was inflicted by the mare ‘‘backin’ whin 
she got skyered ata dea’ dog and it couldn’t 
be holped.’’ 

Mr. Hampton didn’t possess the forensic 
ability that his illustrious name suggested, but 
when at the conclusion of the testimeny the 
Judge asked if either of the gentlemen desired 
to make a speech, he responaed. His effort 
which could 3 be so called, consisted 
in re-itterating his excuses and emphasizing 
them by swinging a pair of hands 
that were wonders in their colossal mould. 

The Judge didn’t have much business on 
hand and the case was gone over two or three 
times for the sake of its amusing features,after 
which a judgment was rendered for $7.75, the 
plaintiff being charged with $5 for his shiftiess- 


ness.

What repression and force may accom- 
plish in the way of subjecting enlightened 
Germans to the autocratic rule which pre- 
vails in semi-barbaric Russia, he can 
show us. If he chooses that the German 
Kaiser and Czar shall enter into an ar- 
rangement to divide the old world 
between them, what hinders but 
France? The populous German provinces 
of Austria-Hungary are already suflfi- 
ciently Germanized for annexation to the 
German Empire. With Holland and Bel- 
gium Germanized, France reduced and 
disarmed and Turkey wiped out by an ar- 
rangement with Russia, the two colossal 
imperialisms could easily bestride Europe 
and Asia and dictate as they chose to the 
few petty powers permitted here and 
there to retain a nominal independence. 

Butthe years remaining to him are too 
few for the accomplishment of such grand 
schemes, and modern society is too full 
of explosive forces to afford a safe founda- 
tion for such vast political structures.

Testing the Air. 


We would suggest to some inventive genius 
the desirability of devising an instrument for 
determining the purity of air in a room, or, as 
to that matter, in a horse car, in much the

A great deal is 
said concerning the desirability of ventilation, 
but it is easier to theorize on this subject than 
to practically apply even the simplest laws of 
hygiene.

But if he remains in such 
an apartment for a short time, these sensibill- 
ties become deadened, and the warning which 
they first conveyed is no longer given. Now 
ifin each living room of a house, in public 
halls, theaters, horse cars and other places 
where the air is liable to be overcharged with 
carbonic acid gas, there could be hung an 
automatie detector of vitiation, which would 
register the detrimental changes which were 
gradually and often imperceptibly going on 
from the absorption of the pure air by lungs

Trade Dollar Redemption. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The bill which passed the Senate last Satur- 
day, the House amendment being agreed to, 
provides that ali holders of trade dollars may 
present them at the Treasury within six 
montis and receive standard dollars in ex- 
change, dollar for dollar. The trade dollars 
So received shall not be paid out or issued, 
but must be recoined into standard dollars, 
and such coinage must be in additionto that 
required by the act of February 28, 1878. This 
will result in a considerable increase of legal- 
tender silver dollars. Up to July, 1877, the 
trade dollars coined amounted to $24,581,000, 
and the coinage was continued for some time 
after that date. Nearly all these coins not 
melted down are still in the United States, and 
no doubt a large number will be presented 
for ‘‘redemption.’’

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RAILROAD RULE. 


MISSOURI ROADS ESCAPING TAXATION ON 
$33,000,000 WORTH OF PROPERTY. 


An Increase of 40 Per Cent in the Mileage 
and a Decrease of 50 Per Cent in the 
Assessment—The Friseo, Iron Mountain, 
Missouri Pacific and Wabash—Astonish- 
ing Neglect of Manifest Duty by the 
State Board of Equalization. 


It has been suggested thatas a measure of 
relief in the extremity to which St. Louis is 
reduced for an income to meet municipal ex- 
penses and at the same time inaugurate some 


needed reforms that the Constitution of the 


State be amended to allow St. Louis to change 
the valuation of the city to a less rate than 
that of the State at large, and at the same 
time to permit the city to increase the maxi- 
mum of the tax levy. But what St. Louis de- 
sires most of all is, that the balance of the 
State, according to its property wealth, in- 
cluding the railroads, shall be assessed and 
pas its just proportion of the State revenues, 


of the tax rate throughout each 
portion and division of the whole State. 
As has been shown, the city of St. Louis 
suffers much from the favoritism shown to 


anc by the State Board of Equalization. What 
will be said when is shown whatan enormous 
injustice is done the entire State by this same 
Board of Equalization in the assessment of

These figures arc taken from the proof- 
sheets of the work on ‘‘Taxation in Missouri; 
Its Inequalities between Counties, Municipali- 
ties and Railroads, with the Bonded Indebted- 
ness of Counties, Cities, Towns and Town- 
ships,’’ by Phil McCahill, Expert Accountant 
and Examiner of Land Titles. 

Whatever feeling might be engendered in 
the mind of the reader with reference to the 
imposition of State officials in throwing the 
burdens of the increased taxable wealth upon 
the municipalities of St. Louis and Kansas 
City, there can be but one feeling-—-that of dis- 
gust—when viewing the foregoing assessments 
of railroads for taxation, The officers of the 
State who compose the board for the equaliza- 
tion of assessments throughout the State for 
taxation cannot well set up the plea of ignor- 
ance; neither can they plead the imperfection 
of the statutes which created the board, and 
the duties defined to guide theiraction. In 1874 
und 1875 the valuation of the roads named and 
the aggregate of all roads reached a passably 
fair valuation. ut for seme unknown cause 
these gentiemen have purposely reduced the 
taxable value of the property of railroads 
separately and in the aggregate from 1876 to 
1880 Over 50 per cent, or 27,500, 
000 in six years, notwithstanding 
that there was an increase from 
2,880 in the former year to 4,007 miles in the 
latter of operated lines. In other words, an 
actual increase in mileage of 40 per cent. 
Looking at the indivi‘iual railroad compan- 
les which contribute asmall amount toward 
the maintenance of the State Government 
every year it is found that the assessment of 
the Atlantic & Pacific and St. Louis & San Fran- 
ciaco system was reduced steadily from 
$6,215,503 in 1874 to $1,616,256 in 1878, 
or more than 75 per cent in four 
years, From that time the assessment 
increased by gradual stages to $2,957,852 in 
1886, still a reduction from the assessment of 
1874 of more than 50 per cent. 

The Missouri Pacific assessment decreased 
from $9,734,423 in 1874 to 4, 260. 685 in 1878, a de- 
crease of more than 55 per cent. From that 
time it increased to $5,424,189 in 1886, showing 
still a decrease from the assessment of 1874 of 
about 45 per cent. 

The St. Louis, Kansas City & Northers or 
Wabash saw a decline in its assessed value 
from $6,421,686 in 1874 to $3,661,173 in 1882, a de- 
cline of more than 40 percent. In 1886 it was 
$4,355,451, still a decrease of more than 30 per 
cent from the assessment of 1374. 

The assessment on the St. Louis, Iron 
Mountain 4 Southern was $6,266,334 
in 1874, It reached low-water mark in 188 
$2,460,750, a decline of more than 60 per cent. 
In 1886 it had increased to only $2,545,389, show- 
ing still a deoline of nearly 60 per cent. 

In all this time, it must be remembered, 
these principal railroad companies have 
been absorbing smaller roads, building 
branches here and there, laying new track 
and in every way increasing the value of their 
equipment. Calculating the increase in value 
of the roads on the basis of the increase in 
mileage, and the railroad companies are evad- 
ing taxation on $33,000,000 and more, 

The biennial report of the State Auditor for 
the pasttwo years, submitted to the present 
General Assembly, contains the following in- 
formation on page 59, second part, to wit: 

In 1872, the assessed valuation of railroad 
property, not including lands, town lots and 
buildings, and cash land contracts, amounted 
to $20,867,805. In 1873 there was no assess- 
ment of railroad. The assessment of 1874, 
1875, 1876 and 1877 included lands and town 
lots, andas the valuation of land and town 
lots was not kept separately from the valua- 
tion of the roadbeds, superstructure and 
rolling stock, the assessment for those years 
is omitted. 

If it is contended in this excerpt from the 
auditor’s report that the lands and town lots 
not connected with the roadbed of railroads, 
stations, depots and terminal plants, should 
not enter Into the general aggregate of the as 
sessed valuation of such road possessing such 
other lands, but certifying the value of such 
lands to the counties wherein such lands are 
located, instead of a mileage pro 
rata to each county through which 
such road runs, this question is not 
sufficientiy clear. Should such a view becor- 
rect, then St. Louis, Kansas City, Sedalia, 
Springfield, and a few other cities of the State, 
can demand that on the rolling stock of the 
roads having their termini, with work shops, 
round houses, within their limits, the full as- 
seased valuation shall be certified by the State 
Auditor to the local governments according to 
the capacity of accommodations of each for 
such property.

THE NEW GERMAN RIFLE. 


Bismarck’s Dependence in Keducing the 
Population of Europe. 


Not since the short and brisk campaign of 
1866, when the Prussians, thanks in great part 
to Heyse’s newly- invented Zuendnadel- 
gewehr, were enabled within six weeks’ time 
to march almost tothe gates of Vienna, has 
the introduction of a new weapon of war cre- 
ated as greatastir as that of the magazine 
gun, with which the entire German army is now 
armed. The mechanism of this weapon is the 


outcome of months of study on the part of a 
oint commission from the Prussian Rifle 
school and the gun factory at Spandau, and it 

can be said to unite all the advantages of 
former inventions of this kind without labor- 

ing under any of their disadvantages. 

The great drawbacks of former magazine 
guns can be summed up as follows: Being of 
too complicated a mechanism, their workings 
were difficult to learn and their lasting quali- 
ties far below those of the neediegun. Dust 
and rust could at the most important moment 
render them entirely useless, and call for an 
entire overhauling of the parts; this required 
considerable time and trouble. Lastly, the 
cartridges were necessarily short in length, 
which decreased the rapidity of the discharge, 
and consequently the trueness of aim. 


Lifting the Cartridge, 

Of the manifold systems submitted until the 
year of 1884 to the Prussian Government, the 
only one not considered open to the above 
fatal objections was the Swiss Vetterti maga- 
zine rifle, and even that the Government com- 
mission rejected as unsatisfactory, deciding to 
leave the work of reform to the inventive 
faculties of Germany's best gun experts. M 
71-84“ is the official appellation of the 
new weapon which, translated, or rather 
written out in full, would signify, 
Mauser, gun invented in 1871, changed into 
magazine gun 1884. The first improvement 
to be noted is the fact that empty cartridges 
after firing, are expelled by a spring instea 
of being jerked out by a movement of the 
hand. Anotherimprovement is the easy use 
ofthe trigger and an almost entire absence 
ofrecoil. The magazine, consisting of a bar- 
relrunning parallel with the bore, contains 
eight cartridges which are pushed backward 
by means of a spiral spring. As they enter the 
lower chamber of the lock a so-called ‘‘spoon’’ 
lifts them into the firing chamber, whence, as 
above stated, the shells are subsequently ex- 
pelled by aspecial contrivance. 


A Sectional View. 
One accompanying drawing, 


copied from 
the official book of instruction, shows the 
spoon inthe act of lifting a cartridge into the 
bore. The discharge of the ten cartridges of 
the new gun (eight being in the magazine, one 
in the lower chamber and one in the bore) 
takes from twenty to thirty seconds and the 
reloading about one minute. 


The introduction of this death-dealing 
instrument into the German army has 
naturally given a great impetus to 


the improvement of weapons of war all 
over the European Continent, and from last 
accounts we hear that France, Russia, Austria 
and England have begun the manufacture of 
repeaters on a large scale. What systems the 
first three nations have adopted are zs yet un- 
known, but England has decided in favor of 
the Lee-Remington rifle, manufactured by the 
immense Kemington factory at Lion, N. Y. 
A sectional drawing of this gun accompanies 
this articie and explains the mechanism better 
than words ever can. The great point in fa- 
vor of the Lee-Remington 1s its rapidity in fir- 
ing, and the fact that its magazine is located 
very near the trigger of the gun, the result 
being that its equipoise isin no wise affected 
after the discharge of several shots. The 
American War Department, in 1882, ordered a 
test of home-made magazine guns, and the 
palm was given to the Lee-Remington, but 
here the matter has ever since rested.

WITHOUT LEADERSHIP. 


THE PREDICAMENT OF THE DEMOCRATIC 
- MAJORITY IN THE HOUSE, 


Mr. Morrison’s Indifference Regarding Leg- 
islation—A Chance to Make a Good Reo- 
ord Lost—Factional Differences—The Re- 
maining Days of the Present Session— 
Carlisle Wanted as Leader. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTou. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., March 1.—Itis hard to 
find language to properly describe the true 
character of the Congress which closes its 
session next Friday. In the House the Dem- 
ecratic majority has been absolutely without 
any leadership. There was a semblance of 
leadership last session, but this winter no one 
has pretended to lead. Mr. Morrison, after 
the defeat of his tariff bill last spring, lost all 
interest in other things, After he failed to be 
re-elected, he made one attempt to get 
up his tariff bill, and, failing to doso, would 
not permit any other measures of the 
tariff reduction to come up in the House. 
All through the winter he has shown 
extreme indifference to pending legisla- 
tion. The chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee is the natural leader of the House. 
He should shape all Legislation relating to 
taxation and tax reduction. The Democrats 
in the House have lost all possibility of mak- 
ing a good record as business men by their 
hopeless fights among themselves. These 
fights have been more intense and bitter than 
any fights between them and the Republicans. 
The Democrats have rarely voted together 
upon any proposition which has come up in 
the House during the last two years. Mr. 
Randall has controlled one faction, Mr. Mor- 
risen another. 

FACTIONAL DIFFERENCES. 

The factional differences in the House ex- 
tend to the committees. I do not Delieve 
that there has been a single report upon any 
important matter made by the House commit- 
tees during this Congress which has received 
the united support of the Democrats of the 
committee. It is,q common experience in 
Congress to see a committee come in with 
several reports, the Republicans pulling one 
way, the Democrats dividing among them- 
selves. Committees so reporting naturally do 


not command the respect ofthe House. The 
criticism made upon the make-up of the com- 
mittees as organized by Mr. Carlisle is that he 
was too fair. He gave place on the lead- 
ing committees to too many diverse 
elements. The bolder and less judicial 
minded Democrats think that Mr. Carlisle 
should have made up his committees to ac- 
complish a definite purpose, and that he 
should have put upon these committees un- 
swerving partisans, devoted to the carrying 
out of some fixed policy, outlined either by 
himself or the leader of the Democratic side. 
The Republicans have had the Democrats ata 
disadvantage all through this session. They 
have been well led and have acted with the 
discipline of the regular army. They have 
voted solidly and compactly behind their lead- 
ers. This solid force, uniting from time to 
time with one Democratic faction or the other, 
has succeeded in making for the Housea rep- 
utution for business mismanagement and in- 
competency which should be very useful to 
the Republicans in the next campaign. 
NO SENSE OF RESPONSIBILITY. 

It is very hard to find on the Democratic side 
any sense of the responsibility for the work 
done or the work on hand. It has been very 
hard to hold the House together to consider 
important matters. As the afternoon draws 
near a close, members slip out. It has been 
most impossible to secure even an evening 
session towork. The appropriation bills have 
been neglected and delayed so that they can 
not now be decently and fairly considered. 
They can only be rushed through now by a 
hop-skip-and-jump process. There is no 
knowing how many small jobs bave crept into 
these great bills. 

ONLY FOUR DAYS LEFT. 

Congess has four days left, and the legis- 
lative bill alone is a measure which has always 
required from three to four davs to properly 
consider it justin the House. It cannot reach 
the Senate in time for the proper considera- 
tion ofitthere. The recklessness and care- 
lessness which must go band in hand with the 
closing consideration of business makes a 
fitting chapter in this most extravagant and 
incompetent Congress. 

CARLISLE AS LEADER. 

Some of Mr. Carlisle's friends think that he 
should resign his candidacy for the speaker- 
ship, and take his place on the floor as Chair- 
man ofthe Ways and Means Committee in the 
next Congress. Mr. Carlisle, they say, has 
gor all that he can outofthe speakership. He 

as made there as great a reputation as he 
can. It he should go on the floor his tecog- 
nized ability as a leader would give him great 
command over the Democratic side. If any- 
body could carry through the House a meas- 


ure of the tariff reduction Mr. Carlisle 
could do it. The man who can 
carry out a measure of tariff 


reduction, is certain, they say, to become the 
great and recognized chief of his party and 
ultimately the President of the United States. 
There are some that believe that Mr. Carlisle 
wilitake this view of the situation himself; 
that there is already a number of candidates 
for speakership developing on the theory that 
Mr. Carlisle will desire to go to the head of the 
Ways and Means Committee and assume the 
active leadership of his party on the floor. Of 
these candidates Mr. Randall, Mr. Springer, 
Mr. Blount and Mr. Crisp-are the most con- 
spicuons.

JUDGE VALLIANT SETS ASIDE A POPLAR 


A Lady Injured for Life by a Level-Cross- 
ing Accident—Hair-Line Distinctions on 
Questions ef Negligence—The McAlpine 
Heirs Overruled in Judge Thayer’s Di- 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
in the damage suit of Mrs. Juliet Cunningham 
against the People’s Kailway Company, Chou- 
teau avenue and Fourth street line. The 
Court grants a new trial of the case and sets 
aside the verdict of $25,000 given in 
Mrs. Cunningham’s favor. This was one of 
the damage suits resulting from an accident 
at the Poplar street level crossing. On the 
morning of August 24, 1885, Mrs. Cunningham 
with her husband boarded e south-bound car 
at the Southern Hotel. It was an open car 
and full of passengers and proceeded south 
on Fourth to within about 125 feet 
of the Poplar street crossing, when 
the driver commenced to apply the brakes 
preparatory to stopping. The conductor ran 
ahead before the car had stopped, and by the 
time the car had reached the point, where it 
was usual to stop, the Missouri Pacific watch- 
man gave the danger signalto the driver who 
observed it and who also sawthe reflection 


of a headlight of a locomotive in Poplar street. 
The car was then about seventy-five feet from 
the crossing and had almost,though not quite, 
reached a full stop. In order to stop entirely, 
it was necessary to tighten the brake one more 
notch, and the driver was in the act of doing 


The driver perceiving that the car was no 
longer under his control and fearing that it 
would run down by its own weightin time to 
be struck by the approaching locomotive, de- 
cided that the safest thing to do was to whip 
up the horsesand clear the crossing. He did 
80 and the collision was averted, 
but most of the passengers be- 
coming alarmed had jumped out of

Every one is opposed to war 
abroad, except the few who may precipitate 
it, butin event of a war, vastsums have been 
held in readiness to invest in American secur- 
ities upon any break that might follow a de- 
claration of war.

New Yor«, March 1.—The Dauntless lay at 
anchor off Tompkinsville yesterday afternoon. 
She had been for a cruise outside the Hook 
Sunday and she was covered with ice. The 
wind blew sixty milesan hour when outside, 
but Capt. Samuels and crew cared little for 
that.

While she was 
boiling along this way Capt. Samuels re- 
marked to Capt. Colt; ‘‘I guess we'll have to 
house the topmast.’’

Statistics Which the Almanac for 1886 Will 
Show. 


President Young has prepared all the data 
for the League Base Ball Guide which will be 
issued shortly. It will show that Capt. Anson 
has been compelled to yield first place in bat- 
ting strength to Dan Brouthers of Detroit, 
who only leads the Chicago man in one point.
